NEW BUSINESS 


Mr. Sullivan reported that-the Phase 1 Mass Ave project is on the-FY2010-FY2013 TIP for 2012. This is later than we had hoped 
for-but at least given the intense competition for funds, we are on the TIP. We have asked that Phase II Mass Ave be put on the 
long range TIP. We have also asked that the Forest Street project be included in the list of ARRA funded (stimulus) projects that 
the state will be submitting to the MPO to be added to the TIP-next month for construction within the next year.- 

Ms. Rowe stated that the new lights in the Broadway Plaza are a great addition and hopes to expand that lighting in other 
locations. 

Ms. Rowe also thanked Jim Dodge and the tree department for planting the new elm tree in place of the dying tree. 

Ms. LaCourt asked Ms. Rice for advice on emails of the Selectmen on their home emails. Ms. Rice said an internal system could 
be set up for emails and then be re-distributed to their home emails, she will be sending out a memo later this week. 

Mr. Hurd commented that there is still a problem with bicycles riding on the sidewalks in Arlington, particularly in the Center and 
around the Lake St. area. He requested educating the cyclists through better signage and utilizing ABAC (Arlington Bicycle 
Advisory Committee) to help with a plan, according to Arlington’s bylaws bicycling on sidewalks is not permitted in the Town. 

Mrs. Mahon reminded everyone that the first flu clinic is this Thursday, September 24 th at the Senior Center. 

Ms. LaCourt moved to adjourn at 8:10 PM. SO VOTED (4-0)
